DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to show a system for analog-to-digital signal conversion, the system comprising: 

a converter configured to convert an analog signal presented at each of a portion of the input 
terminals associated with the first request in succession into a digital value until the one of the 
input terminals associated with the second request is reached; wherein the converter is 
configured to convert an analog signal presented at each of a remaining portion of the input 
terminals associated with the first request in succession into a digital value when one of an 
expiration of the predetermined amount of time and a receiving of the second request occurs as 
called for in claims 1, 9 and 16. Therefore, claims 1-21 are presently allowed.
